County Budget 
Requests Up

Navarro County office holders' 1975 budget 


requests which were presented to Com- 
missioners Court Monday afternoon reflect a 20 
to 30 per cent increase over last year's budget 
proposals, according to County Judge Rob 
Dunn. 


Dunn said the one request which was 75 per 


cent higher than last year was made by the 
sheriff's department. 


He said Tuesday, "I haven't had time to 


review the proposals, but if we were to approve 
them we'd have to increase the budget by 
approximately 85 per cent." 


The judge said as budget officer he has to 


meet with the county tax assessor-collector to 
determine how much revenue from taxes fines 
and forfeitures the county will receive. 


"All of the budget requests had one thing in 


common," Dunn said. "They all asked for a 10 
to 15 per cent salary, increase for employees." 


Budget requests ranged from $1,700 by the 


Navarro County Historical Society to $260,000 
proposal by the sheriff's department. 


A.G. Godley, president of the Memorial 


Hospital Board, asked that the Court designate 
the full eight-cent hospital maintenance tax 
which the people voted for in 1949 to the 
hospital. He said that since 1961 the amount 
received has fluctuated from a seven-cent to a 
two-cent tax. 


Drew Gillen, member of the hospital board, 


praised the hospital for the services it provides 
the county said he favors Godley's request 100 
per cent. 


The Commissioners Court accepted the 


requests and designated Sept. 16 as the day to 
meet with each individual officeholder to 
discuss budget proposals. 


Dunn said, "This will be done in open session 


and a time will be set for each officeholder to 
come in and work out a budget for next year." 


In other action, the court approved Comm. 


Billy Hargrove's motion to accept a bid of 
$3,639 from Alvie O'Neal Chevrolet in Kerens 
for the purchase .of a V2-ton truck for his 
precinct.

HOUSTON (AP) — Three shot gun blasts 


early Tuesday ended the life of a man who once 
said he could never live down his violent past. 


William Daniel "Deacon" Jones, a former 


outlaw member of the Bonnie and Clyde gang, 
was shot to death as he stood outside the door of 
the home occupied by the man police say killed 
him. 


Officers said Jones, 58, and a girl friend, 


Lydia Johnson, 28, approached an acquain- 
tance in northeast Houston early Tuesday and 
asked the man to put the girl up for the night. 


The man refused, and fired his shotgun three 


times at Jones when Jones advanced toward 
him, the man told officers. 


Palestinians Attack 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Palestinian 


guerrillas with blazing machine guns and ex- 
ploding hand grenades today stormed Sidon, 
Lebanon's third largest city, but pulled out 
after controlling the town for four hours. 


An official at the office of Sidon Gov. Henry 


Lahhoud said there were no reports of casu- 
alties. The guerrillas moved on the southern 
coastal city from the nearby Ein el Hilweh 
refugee camp. 


The show of force apparently was to protest 


the death Tuesday night of a guerrilla in a clash 
with Lebanese police at a roadblock on the 
city's southern edge. Authorities said two po- 
licemen were wounded critically in the clash. 


Gulf Oil Sets Study 


HOUSTON (AP) — Gulf Oil Co. US an- 


nounced today engineering studies are under 
way on a proposed project that would boost the 
processing capacity of its Port Arthur, Tex., 
refinery by 100,000 barrels a day. 


The project also would enable the 73-year-old 


refinery that currently has a rated capacity of 
312,000 barrels a day to handle larger volumes 
of, high sulphur crude oil. 
Treasure Hunter Collects 


GEORGETOWN, Del. (AP) — They kidded 


Melvin L. Joseph when he headed for Florida 
more than a decade ago on his first treasure 
hunt. 


But no one was laughing in this rural town 


Tuesday as he deposited an estimated $2 
million worth of jewels, Spanish doubloons and 
other treasure in a bank. 


Joseph, 53, and his partner, Melvin A. Fisher, 


52, of Key West, Fla., collected the treasure 
over the past 11 years in a search they said has 
led them to a sunken Spanish galleon that may 
contain the largest treasure ever found. 


Tuesday's deposit was collected from 23 


sunken wrecks off the Florida coast and only 
recently released by the state, which claims 25 
per cent of all finds. 
'Walking Tall' Hero Dead 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — Buford H. Pusser, 


36, the former sheriff of McNairy County whose 
brushes with violence and death were made 
into the motion picture "Walking Tall," was 
killed early today in an automobile accident, 
authorities said. 


Highway Patrol Trooper Paul Ervin said 


Pusser was killed when his 1974 Corvette ran 
off U.S. Highway 64 near his home town of 
Adamsville, Tenn., and struck an em- 
bankment. Ervin said Pusser was thrown from 
the vehicle and apparently was killed instantly. 


The Tennessee Highway Patrol said there 


was no evidence of foul play. 


The accident occurred hours after Pusser 


had told a news conference in Memphis that he 
would play himself in a sequel to "Walking 
Tall." .

City Commission Okays 
Five-Cent Tax Increase

Corsicana's City Commission 


gave final approval to City 
Manager Dick 
Ballenger's 


$2,933,418 proposed 
1974-75 


budget Tuesday which calls for 
an overall $50 a month pay hike 
to city employes. The new 
budget is a $312,322 increase 
over the 1973 $2,621,096 budget. 


Ballenger said the budget 


provides for estimated general 
fund revenue and expenditures 
of $1,764,808. Water and sewer 
fund revenues are anticipated 
to total $1,118,500. Expenditures 
are estimated at $1,087,860 — 
leaving a surplus of $30,640. 


THE BUDGET, approved 


with no opposition, provides for 
a nickel increase in taxes to 
retire 
the 
city's 
bonds. 


Ballenger said the increase was 
prescribed by voters in the 
city's last 
municipal 
bond 


election. 


The city manager said all of 


the nickel increase will go for 
retiring bond indebtedness. 


No increases in water, sewer, 


or garbage rates are included. 
The overall number of city 
employes remains the same as 
last year. Sales tax revenue is 
predicted to total $450,000 plus 
another $146,500 from business 
and occupational taxes. 


The actual tax rate is 93 cents 


per $100 valuation on 100 per 
cent assessment. 


In 
conjunction 
with 
the 


budget, tax levy and ap- 
propriation ordinances to meet 
budget requirements passed 
with no opposition on a second 
reading. 


THE COMMISSION also 


authorized the city manager to 
begin bidding on equipment 
which has a long-term delivery 
date. The items, which are 
budgeted for next year, include 
four police cars, two pickup 
trucks, 
one 
tractor, 
one 


backhoe, and two dump trucks, 
and uniforms.

College was the most qualified 
agency to administer the work 
experience program, Bob Scott 
and P. D. Fullwood agreed to let 
the city take initiative in ad- 
ministering the program. 


The other members of the 


commission, Jim Lightfoot and 
H. R. Stroube were absent. 


THE COMMISSION agreed 


earlier this month to retain the 
North Central Texas Council of 
Governments as the contractual 
agency, 
for 
the 
three-part 


Manpower 
Program. 
The 


decision included the city's 
right to designate the local 
administrative agency. 


The commission at that time 


accepted 
two 
of 
COG's 


proposal's 
to 
establish 
a 


classroom training program at 
the college and to implement a 
Public Service Employment 
program by COG. 


Before a vote was taken 


Tuesday the mayor informed 
the commission that the city 
does not have the ultimate voice 
in designating the local agency. 
She 
said 
Navarro 
County 


Commissioners 
last 
week 


awarded the entire Manpower 
program to Navarro College 
and that the executive director 
of the Texas Department of 
Community Affairs will have to 
decide what governmental body 
carries more weight in deter- 
mining the local agency. 


"MANPOWER officials from 


COG told us at the last meeting 
that the city's decision carried 
more weight because most of 
the 
county's 
population is 


concentrated in Corsicana," 
Mayor Youngblood said. 


"However, in four separate 


cases 
where 
there 
was 


disagreement between a city 
and the county, the state 
department has always sided 
with the county officials." 


Mayor Youngblood said the 


executive 
director 
of 
the 


department 
of community 


affairs Ben McDonald, sided for 
Collin, 
Denton, 
and 
Wise 


Counties against decisions 
made by cities in those counties. 


She said she believed about six 
small cities in Collin County had 
decided against the county, but 
the state department upheld the 
county's decision. 


She told the commissioners 


that because of that they should 
agree 
with 
the 
county's 


designation of Navarro College 
as the administrative agency. 


SCOTT POINTED out that if 


that is the case then any further 
discussion should be terminated 
since the decision was actually 
out of the commission's hands. 
He also commented though, 
that this might be the one time 
that 
the 
state 
department 


agrees with city officials. 


Fullwood suggested that Guy 


Rushin—presently traffic and 
safety co-ordinator and director 
of the Civil Service Com- 
mission—should add the ad- 
ministration of the work ex- 
perience program to his other 
duties. "Guy has worked with 
the program before, and I feel 
he is perfectly capable of set- 
ting it up for the city." 


Rushin said, "I feel that I 


could administer the program, 
but it would be a blow in the 
wrong direction, although I 
abide by the city's decision." 


DR. KENNETH WALKER, 


president of the college, asked 
to speak by the mayor said, 
"We are not actually seeking 
the role of administrator but as 
a public institution." 


He said, "NC is a public in- 


stitution supported by tax- 
payers of Navarro County and if 
you want the college as the local 
Manpower agency, I feel that 
we do have the experience on 
the staff to handle the job in a 
fair, 
objective, 
impartial 


manner and as a non-political 
and nonpartisan member. 


"We could through other 


resource agencies such as the 
Department Health, Education, 
and Welfare—bring in some 
linkage 
programs 
which 


would expand the Manpower 
program and serve more people 
and get more money." 


Dr. Walker said the college 


would be willing to serve as the 
local agency and was very able 
and capable to do so. "My 
personal view is that if the 
college was asked to accept the 
responsibility the college would 
be a service organization to the 
taxpayers of the county." 


FULLWOOD said 
he 
felt 


confident the college would not 
keep all of the program to itself 
and would let other agencies 
become involved, but advocated

President Pledges

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Ford has pledged not to 
seek wage-price controls, say- 
ing recent experience makes it 
clear that compulsory controls 
would be most undesirable. 


He made the statement on 


Tuesday as Congress was com- 
pleting action on his request for 
legislation 
to re-establish a 


wage and 
price monitoring 


agency. The new agency would 
depend on investigation and 
disclosure of increases 
that 


threaten to feed inflation. It 
would have no authority to im- 
pose controls. 


"I will do my best to see that 


the new price and wage moni- 
toring agency works effectively 
to combat inflation," Ford said. 


"There will be no mandatory 


wage and price controls."

Rockefeller, 
was 


named on Tuesday by Presi- 
dent Ford as his nominee for 
vice president. 


a country not ^iven to ti- 


tles anr' ruling class, the Rock- 
efellers ha\e perpetuated a dy- 
nasty of ureat influence on eco- 
nomic affairs and now political 


life. 


Family members are spread 


through corporate, industrial, 
banking, real estate and inter- 
national business ventures. The 
Rockefeller 
Foundation and 


other organizations annually 
dispense millions from family 
endowments and gifts. In the 
past decade and a half, Rock- 
.efellers have found a new role 
in the political arena. 


It is a dynasty based on 


wealth, and the origin of that 
wealth can be dated with pre- 


cision. 


On Jan. 10,1870, the Standard 


Oil Co. was incorporated in 
Ohio with John Davison Rock- 
efeller as president. He was 
called a robber baron by many. 
He gave away $530 million be- 
fore he died. He was Nelson 
Rockefeller's grandfather. 


The 
early 
generations of 


Rockefellers had survived in 
America as tradesmen and 
farmers, neither spectacular 
successes nor failures. 
The 


family now dates its history 
from the birth of John D. Rock- 
efeller in 18i)9. His father was 
an 
itinerant 
salesman 
who 


sometimes used the name "Dr. 
Rock" to peddle patent medi- 


cines. 


John D. Rockefeller had a 


knack for acquiring money and 
a willingness to give it away. 
He was imaginative and ruth- 
less in his business dealings, 
pious and utterly correct in his 
private life. His attributes have 
become trademarks of a family 
that considers wealth a public 
trust and waste a sin. 


Under his direction, Standard 


Oil acquired control of the oil 
industry through mergers, fa- 
vorable railroad rates, rebates 
and other practices, many now 
illegal. By 1885, the company 
controlled 95 per cent of the na- 
tion's oil refining capacity. At 
the turn of the century, John D. 


Rockefeller's 
annual 
income 


was estimated ^t $50 million. 
He was called the richest man 
in the world. 


The break-up of Standard Oil 


in 1911 under new federal anti- 
trust laws had little effect on 
the family fortune. John D. 
Rockefeller had retired from 
active business life. 


His most trusted adviser, a 


Baptist minister named Fred- 
erick T. Gates, had warned 
him, "Unless you distribute 
your vast fortune quicker than 
it grows, it will crush not only 
you and your children, but your 
children's children." 


With the aid of his son, John 


D. Rockefeller Jr., the senior 


Rockefeller spent the rest of his 
life giving away money and 
polishing his public image. He 
died in 1937, three months short 
of his 97th birthday. 


John D. Rockefeller Jr. spent 


his life in the shadow of the 
family fortune. He was a shy, 
retiring man with little taste 
for the world of business and 
finance. He seemed almost 
apologetic about the family's 
wealth and spent most of his 
life giving part of it away. 


In 1913, he organized 
the 


Rockefeller Foundation. By the 
time he died in 1960, the foun- 
dation and other family-funded 
agencies had given an esti- 
mated $2.5 billion to education, 


medical research and other so- 
cial and charitable causes. 


Despite 
such philanthropy, 


the children of John Jr. inher- 
ited considerable fortunes. A 
daughter and five sons, Nelson 
Aldrich Rockefeller included, 
seemed to wear their millions 
more comfortably. While their 
father was content with the qui- 
et bankrolling of philanthropy, 
they have acquired a taste for 
active control and public lead- 
ership. 


John D. Rockefeller 3rd, 68, 


eldest of the brothers, has been 
a leader in efforts to assess and 
deal 
with 
world 
population 


problems as founder and chair- 
man of the Population Council. 


Nelson Rockefeller, 66, spent 


much of his life in government 
service and politics. 


The 
third son, Ixiurance 


Rockefeller, 65, has combined 
an interest in conservation with 
business as developer of resort 
hotels in Puerto Rico, the Vir- 
gin Islands and elsewhere. Like 
the others of his generation, he 
has been Willing to use the fam- 
ily wealth and influence in mat- 
ters that concern him, such as 
environmental quality. 


Winthrop Rockefeller, who 


died in 1973, displayed another 
trait of this Rockefeller gener- 
ation, a willingness to move 
outside the family base in New 
.York. He was twice 
elected 


governor of Arkansas after 
serving eight years as chair- 
man of the Arkansas Industrial 
Development Commission.

ciimmission meeting was a mis- 
take. Rut he says some mem- 
bers of the reform wing took 
unfair advantage of it. 


Strauss said in an interview 


that he opposed the effort to re- 
move .some reform rules from 
the party's new charter, to be 
deba'ed and adopted in Kansas 
City in December. 


"I wouldn't have supported 


that," he said. "I would have 
been the first to rise in opposi- 
tion." 


An amendment offered by 


Doris Hardesty, wife 
of an 


AFI/-CIO official, would have 
deleted several specific reform 
regulations for the selection of 
national convention delegates, 
including a ban on unit-rule 


voting. 


This sparked a walkout by 


black members, women and 
white liberals which broke up 
the meeting in Kansas City 
Sunday. The walkout dumped 
the remaining charter work 
over to the December meeting, 
which will be a mini version of 
the national convention. 


Mrs. Hardesty said after the 


blowup Sunday that she had not 
meant to wipe out such things 
as the unit-rule ban but had in- 
cluded it in a parliamentary 
blunder. 


However, she said she will 


argue in December against the 
item she was really after, a re- 
quirement that national con- 
vention delegates "reasonably 


reflect the division of prefer- 
ence of those Democrats who 
participated" in the delegate 
selection process. 


The labor-conservative-regu- 


lar bloc wants this language 
out because they say it smacks 
of the quotas which ripped the 
party apart in 1972. Minorities, 
particularly blacks, say it is 
the last defense they 
have 


against discrimination. 


None of the proposed Hard- 


esty changes, or modifications 
proposed in another key article, 
however, would actually affect 
the selection process. The same 
rules remain in the party's by- 
laws which are binding on dele- 
gate selection for the 1976 con- 
vention. 


But striking the reforms from 


the charter would make them 
easier to defeat in the future. 
Amending the charter would 
take a two-thirds vote, while 
.changing the bylaws takes only 
a majority. 


Strauss said he nows expects 


the article to be adopted in De- 
cember as written, with all the 
reform rules intact. He also in- 
dicated he hopes to work out a 
compromise on the other key 
controversy, a section requiring 
the party to take "affirmative 
action" to include minorities 
but 
specifically 
dropping 


quotas. 


Strauss said he will reassure 


minority 
groups 
that 
they 


should not take the weekend's 


events as a signal they are un- 
welcome at the December con- 
ference. 


"By the time we get to Kan- 


sas City," he said of the char- 
ter, "we'll have language that 
85 per cent of the delegates can 
accept."

repay some $103.7 million in al- 
leged overcharges to their cus- 
tomers, the Federal Knergy 
Administration reports. 


In addition, agency 
officials 


said on Tuesday that four other 
oil companies have been noti- 
fied they are suspected of over- 
charges totaling sonic $90.7 mil- 
lion. 


The overcharges stem from 


violations of the FFA's pricing 
regulations. 


Of the 
10 companies, four 


were ordered to bar price in- 
creases and to roll back prices

VFW Continues

CHICAGO (AP)- The Veter- 


ans of Foreign Wars national 
convention has voted unani- 
mously to oppose amnesty for 
draft dodgers and deserters.
